While these 
permits may not be used as 
prima facie evidence in prose- 
cution at law they do tell us 
who are law violators in this 
activity and why liquor busi- 
ness is booming in ‘dry state.’’ 
Federal permits do not prevent 
prosecution (only they may not 
be used as evidence) of those 
who sell liquor in Mféssissippi. 
Reason would tell. us that a 
person would not buy a federal 
license to sell liquor if it was 
not the intention of the holder 
of a permit to sell alcoholic 
beverages.

We are encouraged by a re- 
cent report from the Missis- 
sippi Highway Safety Patrol 
which indicates a crack-down 
on “driving while under the 
influence.’

have asked a more pertinent question, than 
him on the mountain as 
he delivered the “Sermon On The Mount”, when he said “What 
do ye more than others?” By asking the question he was infer- 
ring that a Christian’s life and conduct should be different from 
. that of the people of the world—‘“the publi- 
cans”. He followed the question with the com-_ 
mand, which is to be the ideal for all of his 
followers, “Be ye therefore perfect, even as 
your Father which is in heaven is perfect” 
Matthew 5:48. This command heeded and made 
a goal in life will make men “do more than 
others”. ; 
While Jesus appealed to his followers to 
do more than others, we observe that so many, 
~ who call themselves Christians, do as and do 
no more than others—“the publicans”. Christ makes no real dif- \ 
ference in their conduct. Socially they, all too often, are alike.

Jesus 
said for his own to “come out, from among them and be separ- 
ate”. Christianity finds itself handicapped today because so 
many who call themselves Christians are doing as and no more 
than others. 

Christians ought to “do more than others”. They know more; 
they can say, “I know whom I have believed”. They know God, 
they know Life, they know right and wrong, they know the Bible, 
they know the joys of heaven and the punishment for sin. Too, 
Christians profess more; they profess to be the sons of God. Rom. 
8:16: “The Spirit itself beareth witness with our spirits that we 
are the Sons of God”. Being the sons of God they ought to con- 
duct themselves accordingly—in such a way as to bring glory 
and honor to His name. When a Christian thinks of what Christ 
has done to redeem him, he should not resist the appeal to do 
“more than others”.
